Applicants' remarks and amendments, filed on January 30, 2009, have been 
carefully considered. No claims have been canceled; new claims 21 and 22 have been 
added. 

Claims 1 and 4-22 are now pending in this application. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Applicants' Priority Document was filed on March 4, 2005. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

The objection to claim 1 stated in the previous Office Action has been withdrawn 
in view of Applicants' amendment thereto. 

The 103(a) rejection of claims 1 and 4-20 as being unpatentable over Dufresne 
et al. (U. S. Patent No. 5,922,638) in view of Dufresne (U. S. Patent No. 6,059,956), 
stated in the previous Office Action, has been withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
persuasive arguments traversing this rejection. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-22 are allowed.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a process for ex situ oxidizing 
passivation of a sulfurized hydrocarbon hydroconversion catalyst, said process 
comprising a first step of contacting said sulfurized catalyst with at least one oxidizing 
gaseous stream, and a subsequent (which may be immediate) step of contacting the 
catalyst with at least one organic liquid with an initial boiling point of more than 120°C 
which at least partially fills the pores of the catalyst. 

The cited references of record teach a passivation step that follows activation 
and sulfurization (Dufresne et al., col. 5, lines 65-67; Dufresne, col. 2, line 64 to col. 3, 
line 53). Additionally, the cited references do not teach or suggest contact with an 
organic liquid subsequent to treatment with an oxidized gaseous stream.
